TO 

Constitute the borough of Cashel, the town of Tipperary, 
the town of Nenagli, and the town of Thurles into a 
Parliamentary Borough, under the name of the Tipperary 
Boroughs. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to constitute the borough of Cashel, 
the town of Tipperary, the town of Nenagh, and the town 
of Thurles into a Parliamentary Borough, to be called the Tipperary 
Boroughs : 

5 Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

1. Erom and after the first day of January one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty-one , the borough of Cashel, the town of Tipperary, 
the town of Nenagh, and tho town of Thurles, in the county of 
Tipperary, shall form a borough under the name of the Tipperary 
Boroughs, and such Boroughs shall return one member to serve in 
Parliament. 

P> 2. On or before the thirty-first of December one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty a register of voters for the Tipperary Boroughs, 
for the year one thousand eight hundred and eighty-one , shall he 
formed in the same manner, save as is hcrein-after provided, as 
now hy law a register of voters for a borough in Ireland is formed, 
^ in all respects as if the Tipperary Boroughs had, previously to the 
passing of this Act, been a borough returning a member to serve 
in Parliament. 

3. The Lord Lieutenant, by and with the advice of Her Majesty s 
PrivyCouncil in Ireland, shall, aftn* the passing of this Act, fix 
^ the times and dates at which, for the formation of a register of 
voters for the Tipperary Boi’oughs for the year one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-one , the clerk of the peace for the county of 
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A.D. 1880.

; 5 ,^ roi ;f not less than ten years standing to act as revising barrister of the 15 
iu issi. inry list of voters for tlio Tipperary Boroughs created hy this Act for the 
year one thousand eight hundred and eighty-one ; and the barrister 
so appointed shall have the same power and authority iu every 
respect, in regard to such revision, as a Chairman of Quarter 
Sessions in Ireland now has in respect of a revision of a list of 20 
voters in any borough of Ireland ; and for the purpose of said 
revision such barrister shall hold a court of revision in the month 
of December one thousand eight hundred and eighty in Cashel, 
Tipperary, Nenagli, and Thnrles, and shall he paid such sura in 
consideration of the duties performed hy him as the Lord Lieu- 25 
tenant, with the assent of the Treasury, shall appoint.

10 voters for the Tipperary lioroughs directed by this Act to be held at 
Cashel, Tipperary, Ncnagli, and Thurles, and at said Several places 
the barrister appointed under this Act to revise the list of voters 
for the Tipperary lioroughs shall, on the said county register which 
shall be produced before him, write the word “ Borough ” oppo .ite 
15 to the name of each voter on said register of the county of Tipperary 
whose qualification, as slatted in said register, would not, after the 
issuing of a writ for the Tipperary Boroughs under the provisions 
of this Act, entitle such voter to vote lor the county of Tipperary, 
and at any election for the county of Tipperary which may take 
20 place in the year one thousand, eight hundred and eighty-one , after 
the issue of a writ for the Tipperary Boroughs under the provisions 
of this Act, the vote of any person against ■whose name the word 
“ Borough” shall be written, if tendered in respect of such 
qualification, shall be rejected by tlic returning officer.
